Legion Pensions 


The recent proposal of the federal 
government to increase the basic rate 
of veterans’ pensions by $10 per 
month is not quite enough to offset 
the rising cost of living according 
the the Canadian Legian, The Le 
gion’s idea of an appropriate increase 
pensions at this time would be an ad- 
ditional 25 pervent for all beneficiar- 
ies under the act. ‘This would boost 
a single totally disabled pensioner 
from $900 to $1,125 -a year, It would 
also mean that a totally disabled pen 
sioner with a wife and two: children 
would receive a total of $1,905 pei 
annum. A widow without qirildren 
would get $900 and a widow with two 
children a total of $1,305, ‘The Legion 
states that no provision has been 
made to increase the additional yen- 
sion provided for wives and children 
or the pension of otier dependent: 
under the act. They find it difficult 
to understand the bagis upon which 
the proposed increases are made, The 
greater the domestic responsibilitie: 
for tiie pensioner, th smaller the pa 
centage of proposed increase. Unde 
the proposed increase a total disability 
pensioner with a family of two child- 
Ten would receive an overall increase 
of only 6.5 percent, while a Single 
total disability pensioner would re- 
ceive an approximate increase of 
13.5 percent. A single widow on the 
other hand would receive an increase 
of 16.4 percent, but the increase js 
reduced to 10.5 pervent in the casy 
of a widow with two children, 

The Legion asks that the proposed 
changes should be regarded as a per. 
manent revision of rates The pension 
rates -were established in 1926 when 
the cost of living index stood at 1218 
today it is 146 with every indication 
of it rising higher Anything less 
than a 25 percent increase would low- 
er the standard of living of the pen 
sioner who is unable to support him- 
self by any otter means, to less than 
subsistence level, 

The $10 per month supplementation 
to war veterans allowance rates repre: 
Sents a greater proportion of in 
crease for single men and widows 
than for married recipients The new 
rates would be $40 a month single 
and $70 for married men, 

‘The Legion states that the presont 
allowance is inadequate, In some 
provinces the old age pension for mar- 
ried couples, where both man and 
wife have entitlement, is $80 per 
month, The veterans’ organiz&tion 
suggests that $50 a month for the 
single person and $85 for a married 
couple would be closer the mark,

made to the parliamentary committee 
on Veterans Affairs by the Legion ig 
the stabilizaion of ‘World War I pen- 
sions. The average age of these 
veterans is between 59 and 60, The! 
Proposa] will be that a floor Bhould | 
now be put under the pensions OF 
these old timers and that note should 
be taken of progression of disabi)- 
ity.

Immigration In 1948 


IMMIGRATION PROMISES TO BE A MATTER of continuing interest 
to Canadians this year. Although restrictions were amended and the 
way was opened for more people from other lands to enter Canada, 
immigration proved to be on a smaller scale in 1947 than in the preceding 
year, Figures showed that in the six nionths ending September 30th, 1947, 
32,028 immigrants came to Canada, This was 14,226 less than the number 
admitted in the corresponding period in 1946, The decrease in numbers 
was explained largely by the fact that in 1946 troopships brought many 
hundreds of wives and dependents: of service men to this country. After 
that operation was completed the ships were withdrawn, to be converted 
for use in regular passenger service, thereby creating a temporary but 
acute shortage of passenger ships.

The lack of passenger ships is believed to be the 
Lack Of Ships main reason why more people have not immigrat- 
ed to this country under the amended regulations 
Is Responsible which allow unrestricted entry of persons from) 
Commonwealth countries and the United States, and almost the same con- 
ditions for the admission of people from European countries who have rela- 
tives here willing to provide for them. Trades people and skilled workers 
with sufficient funds to establish themselves here are likewise permitted to 
come into the country and in addition, last year provision was made for the} 
entry of 20,000 persons from displaced persons camps in Europe. Wives | 
and unmarried children of Canadian citizens of Chinese origin were also 
extended permission to come to Canada. All classes of prospective immi- 
grants are, of course, required to possess satisfactory qualifications in re- 
gard to health, character and financial status,

cently been announced that the British government has given assurance to 
Australia that shipping space will be available to transport 70,000 people to 
that country in 1948, this being the minimum objective of the Australian 
government for immigration this year, The number of immigrants ex- 
pected to enter Canada in that period has not been announced but it is ex- 
pected that there will be considerably more than in 1947, So far, the main 
fault of the post-war immigration policy appears to have been that too few 
people were coming into the country at a time when there has been a seri- 
ous shortage of labor for our farms and industries, Indications are that 
there will be more shipping space in the coming months, and the progress | 
of Canada’s present immigration policy will be watched with interest here | 
and abroad.

DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE NOTES 

“Producer-consumer cooperation can 
go further towards guaranteeing 
quality of food products than can the 
use of any other method,” says J. L, 
Eaglesham, supervisor of pest con- 
trol for the Alberta Department of 
Agriculure ‘He speaks of the changes 
that have occurred since the time 
when the everage potato grower put 
everything in the bag that he pro- 
duced without much hought for the 
person who bought his products. To. 
day Alberta potato growers and 
government agencies are working to- 
gether to provide a higher quality 
product with less waste and greater 
freedom from _ disease, Alberta 
table potatoes are commonly sold 
under two grades—Canada No. 1 and 
Canada No, 2, Canada No. 1 pota- 
toes have to be such that not more 
than 5 percent of the potato is wasted 
in preparation for the table—-and that 
5 percent includes the peel. For the 
Canada No, 2 grade 10 percent of 
wastage is allowed. Neither grade 
permits inclusion of potatoes damaged 
by.frost, sunburn, decay, or similyr 
defects, The consumer can do a great 
deal towards maintaining quality of 
Alberta potatoes if when buying, he 
asks for Canada No. 1 or No, 2 grade. 
The laws of Canada insist that pota- 
toes sold in closed containers must be 
labelled to show the grade for which 
they qualify. Avoid potatoes for 
which the grade is not clearly shown, 
Potatoes are graded for protection of 
the consumer—take advantage of that 
protecion. If, as may happen occas- 
ionally, you find that the potatues 
bought on grade are not as represent- 
ed, you can help to encourage potatg 
quality in Alberta by returning the 
purchase to your vendor,
